and ſuch other pains as the Laws inflict on the {aids importers. And f:rder We 

with advice foreſaid, ordain that no ſuch Forraign Black-money .or Copperor 
Braſs-Coinnot Coined within this Our Realm, have courie therein, or be offer- 
ed in Payments after the Day and Date hereof, under the Pain of Ten pounds, 
zoties quoties, tO be exacted by the next Magiſtrat, in caſe of . tranſgref] ng the 
the Premiſſes, by and attour the Confiſcation of the Braſs and Copper-Money 

to be imported, or offered in payments contrair hereunto. OUR WILL 1S- 

HEREFORE, and Wecharge you ſ{trifly, and Command, that incontigent . 

theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs tothe Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and rema- 
nent Mercat-Crofſes of the Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shiresand Stewartries 
within this Kingdom, and therein Our Name and Authority, by open Procla-
